kill dis nigger beto' you could say 
scat twice, and l>elo’ I could half fill 
dein gourds. No. sail; can’t go. 

"Bowie looked at the negro with 
his piercing eye and slid: 
j “ ‘Jim which are you the most 
j afraid ol — me or the Indians? 

“ 'Well now,' replied Jim; 'if you 
j ’sist oil me gltine, of course I'll go, 

! if de boys is botin 1 to have some 
' water befo' they can whip de Injuns, 

I and you insist on me a-gwine, why 
then I’ll volunteer my sarvices. 
Hunt up deal gourds; I'm off. 

I “Bowie now told Jim he need not 
i fear as they would protect him with 
1 their rifles from the fort while he was 
| getting the water. It appears that 
j the Indians were not expecting any 
one to attempt to come from the fort 
| to the water, and evidently did not 
J see the negro when he left the enclo- 
| sure; in fact they had to keep them- 
selves well hid, as every exposure of 
their person brought forth a deadly 
i lire from the fort. The negroadvatic- 
I ed to the spring, filled the goards 
and was starting back before the In- 
dians discovered him. They then 
set up a terrible yelling and com- 
menced firing at him which also 
drew a fir,, from the fort, as several of 
the Indians had exposed themselves. 
The negro now commenced running 
as best he could with several gourds 
dangling about him, with a number 
of Indians in hot pursuit, notwith- 
standing the fact that several had al- 
ready fallen before the deadly aim of 
Bowie's rifles. One hurley savage 
dropped his empty gun, and draw- 
ipg his . temahewk ran close to the 
negro, intending to strike him down 
with that. 

“lim was by this time thoroughly 
frightened, and sang out: “Oh, Marse 
Jim, shoot dis Injun here; he's gwine 
to hint somebody d'rcctly." 

“Bowie's gun was empty, but he 
was rapidly reloading when a rifle 
cracked from the lower end of

j Mexican Gulf. In conversation with 
a number of gentlemen the other d.i v 
lie gave an account ol his visit to me 
old tort creeled ^by the celebrated 
| James Bowie, 

“A short time ago," remarked Capt. 

J Lowell, "while crossing the divide bc- 
' tween the main and dry Frio, about 
tlr.rty miles west of Utopia, I noticed 
oil the west side of a hill a circular 
pile of rocks, resembling an old forti- 
fication. Being interested in such 
tilings I turned aside to #U',e«li“.ilc. 
On arriving at the place I discovered 
that the rocks had been placed there 
by the hand of man at an eqrly day. 
The fort, which 1 will now call this 
structure, was built on the south 
side of a hill, tnakingacoinplcle wall, 
except a gap at the lower end wh ich 
had been left open as a place of en- 
trance. Sonic of the stones were 
very large, and would have lequired 
the united efforts ot a do/.cii men to 
put them in place. The height of the 
rock wall when first built would have 
covered a man to the neck, and the 
place would have made an admirable 
spot to stand off a band of In bans, 
which I had no doubt it bad been 
built for. The next thing was to 
look around and sec if I could see any- 
thing by which I could determine 
what caused the presence of the men 
who built the fort, although I had 
guessed they were gold hunters. 

“I noticed the entrance to the lor- 
If - ition was on the lower side towards 
the foot of the hill aud opposite a 
cedar brake, ns if men would come 
from that point in cii-'.e of danger. As 
soon as I entered t!.. c t lar brake the 
problem was solved at once.

heavy rains had not e .faced. At the ; 
bottom of the steps the excavation ! 
extended west under the hill upon ! 
which the fort was built’ 
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(Offlrp, over Andcrftoir* Itamar.)

They signeil tlie Declaration of Inde- 
pendence tijsin the Fourth ol July, 
if 77, and it was followed by seven 
years of weary, wasting war. That 
war would scarcely ire considered to- 
day as more than a skirmish orguer- 
illa fighting, for at that time the total 
population ot tlie 13 colonies amount- 
ed to only a few over three million 
souls. The fighting force that was 
placed in the field to contend against 
the mother country was not so great 
as the men who were killed oil tlie 
field of battle in the struggle which 
took place in the years that followed. 
To-day we can all look hack upon tlie 
conflict, ami we ean all see that it ter- 
minated for the best interests of the 
world. (Applause.) The spirit of 
enterprise which was given to the 
United States by this new birth would 
not have lieen there had they been 
separate and dejicndent colonies. I 
need not linger upon the subject. 
There arc many things 1 should like 
to say. There are two or three prac- 
tical things 1 can say to you which 
arc of more importance than any re- 
sume ot our history, linglatid's 
greatest customer has been the United 
States; and, in spite of Tariffs that 
have liccn raised against foreign 
countries, there is, and must continue 
to tie, a great and gigantic trade flow- 
ing from England to American. 
(Hear, hear.) You have passed the 
worst period; you have crossed the 
highest barrier that can lie raised be- 
tween the United States and England 
in the way of trade obstruction. (Ap- 
plause.) I will tell you why this is. 
For the first time since the year 1S60 
the Democratic party, which lias 
been the party of Free Trade, is for 
the first time in power, not only in 
the executive, hut in both its legis- 
lative branches.

Col. Bow ie said that 011 
one occasion, while prospecting for 
gold and silver in the mountains west 
of San Antonio, he had sunk a shaft 
ill search of silver. He had a force of 
thirty men with him, and anticipa- 
ting an attack by the Indians fortified 
the camp by piling up large rocks.. 
This position commanded every ap- 
proach to their camp and shaft, and 
also to a spring of water something 
over one hundred yards distant. 
While engaged working this mine they 
were suddenly attacked one morning 
by a large body of Comanche Indians. 
Bowie and his men at once took re- 
fuge in the fortification and the bat- 
tle commenced with great fury. The 
Indians, however were soon driven to 
cover in the ravines and behind the

The work ot 
Dr. Alexander aud Prof. Ray as In- 
structors was excellent nnd received 
the hearty commendation of tbe 
teachers.

Nnbarrlplion law. 

The courts have decided that the 
following is the law as applies to 
newspapers. 

1 . Subscribers who do not give ex- 
press notice to the contrary are con- 
sidered as wishing to renew their 
subscriptions. 

2. If subscribers order the discon- 
tinuance of their periodical, the pub- 
lisher may continue to send their 
paper until all arrearages are paid. 

3. If subscribers neglect or refuse 
to take their periodicals from the 
postoifice to which they are directed 
they are responsible until they have 
settled their bills anti ordered them 
discontinued 

4. If subscribers move to other 
places without informing the pub- 
lisher, and the papers are sent to the 
former address, they are held respon- 
sible. 

5. The courts have decided the re- 
fusing to take jieriodicals from the of- 
fice or removing and leaving then 
uncalled for, is priuia facie evidence 
of intentional fraud. 

6. It subscribers pay in advance 
they are hound to give notice at the 
end of the time it they do not wish 
to continue taking it; otherwise the 
publisher is authorized to send it and 
the subscriber will lie responsible un- 
til an express notice with payment 
for all arrearages is sent to the pub- 
lisher. 

The latest postal laws are such that 
newspaper publishers can arrest any 
one for fraud who takes a paper and 
refuses to pay for it. Under this law 
the man who allows his ssubeription 
to run along for sometime unpaid 
and then orders it discontinued, or 
orders the |K>stmaster to mark it “re- 
fused,” and have a postal card sent 
notifying the publisher, leaves him- 
self liable to arrest and fine, the sn ue 
as for theft.
